United States, subordinate military to civil 
power and do away with sectional agitation 
or malice. They close with congratulations 
at the bright promi.-e for the future of the 
country, and assure General Hancock of their 
personal confidence and esteem. 
A similar (jtter was addressed to Mr. 
Engli.-b, notifying him of his nomination for 
Vice-.President. 
It is most complimentary 
in tone, both to English and the Democrats 
of Indiana. 


DEATH— VISIT TO GOVERNOR’S ISLAND. 
N e w Y o r k . July 13th. — General Han­ 
cock’s grandson died this morning from 
citolera infantum.

against us in Indiana, ray native State, where the 
first grand battle is to be fought, and probably the 
roost import&ut of all ; but these are great occa­ 
sions, where the discharge of high, patriotic duties 
are to be considered above all personal considera 
tions. and I shall not d 182race the unanimous voice 
of the representatives of the m ajority of the Ameri­ 
can people for which you speak here to-day.

The Postinaster-Ceneral has issued an order 
intended to break up the existing practice of 
certain classes of merchants, manufacturers, 
inventors aud agents who send through the 
mails printed advertising' cards of various 
rhapes and sizes with a one cent postage 
stamp affixed. The Postoffice Department 
officials claim that this practice, which is a 
growing one, has of late become a serious an­ 
noyance and hindrance to the prompt distri­ 
bution of mail matter, particularly on the 
railway mail service.

W henever a man comes to think th at he 
is utterly indispensable to the country, he 
is worthless to the country. 
There never 
lived the man so necessary to the nation 
th at his place could not he filled. 
The law 
says the llegistrar of Voters in San Fran­ 
cisco shall hold oilice a t the pleasure of the 
Governor. 
Kaplan was appointed 
by 
Governor Irwin, a D em ocrat; is removed 
by Governor Perkins, a Republican. 
It’ 
was just as right to remove as to appoint. 
Governor Perkin’s appointment of Tharp is 
no -more to be condemned than Governor 
Irw in’s appointment of Kaplan. Governor 
Irw in’s “ pleasure ” could not extend be­ 
yond his term, and Kaplan was to hold 
office “ at the pleasure” of the Governor. 
The office is a political one, and therefore 
properly held at the pleasure of the politi­ 
cal party to which the people intrust the 
governm ent; and to hold or attem pt to 
hold on to the office as Kaplan did, was a 
breach of good breeding, and a neutralizing 
of the “ pleasure ” of the Governor, which 
the law vested' in him as a prerogative. 
The truth is, Kaplan was not indispensable. 
There are just as good men, and we hope 
many better bred ones, and the idea that 
all the honesty and uprightness of the 
country is bound up in the diminutive 
Kaplan, and that without him thccity of San 
Francisco will go to eternal smash, is as 
absurd as it is sickening, and the time will 
come when reference to recent gush of fawn­ 
ing and whining over Kaplan will be con­ 
sidered an insult by all decent San Fran­ 
ciscans.

A N N IV E R S A R Y . 


To day is by French people observed as 
a national holiday. 
Most French residents 
throughout California have arranged to 
mark the passage of the day by appropriate 
ceremonial, and Americans will look on 
with interest. 
The French constituent 
assembly beginning in May, 1789, was the 
lirst of tbe great assemblies which guided 
tho French Revolution, and ultimately 
succeeded in establishing the princijlcs 
which still form tuo basis of the French 
law and constitution—civil and religious 
liberty, equality of rights and jxipular sov­ 
ereignty. 
The State prison or Hostile, the 
citadel of Paris, was destroyed in the lo ­ 
ginning of the Revolution, July 14, 1789, 
it having then btood nearly four aud a 
quarter centuries. 
On that day all the 
mysteries and horrors of this fastness of 
despotism were given to the sunlight by an 
indignant people, and the anniversary of 
the destruction of the stronghold of*Princea 
is now observed as a day of rejoicing by 
French republicans, who date the birth of 
tho Republic fiom that day. 


SENSIBLE. 
’ 


The Bulletin is sensible. 
It deprecates 
the moan over the fall in the estimates 
made of San Francisco’s population from 
300.000 of brag, to 233,000 of fact, and 
says th a t the truth of the m atter is, San 
Francisco never had 300,000, nor any­ 
where near it, and that all the bluster and 
vanity which prated of th at figure was 
fiction, and there never was a basis for it. 
I t finds consolation in the fact that 233,000 
is 52 per cent, increase in ten years, and 
no other city shows snch proportional gain. 
T hat is probably true, and enough to boast 
of w ithout moaning over the descent from 
vanity bights. 


SUPPOSE; 


Suppose Dr. Tanner, now trjin g to fast 
for forty days aud nights, should d ie ; 
w hat would be the [ ositicn of the commit­ 
tee of physicians having him in charge? 
W e incline to believe with the Stockton 
Independent, which calls on the authorities 
to interfere, compel crazy Tanner to cat, 
aud indict the doctors in charge for an a t­ 
tem pt to kill. 


General Gai field’s letter of acceptance is 
a most refreshing chapter in political his­ 
tory. 
It is characterized hy a dignified 
modesty only equaled hy its manly sim­ 
plicity. * It is one of those rare papers 
which now and then light up political 
campaigns by the steady beams of states­ 
manship. 
There is noticeable in it an ab­ 
sence of all attem pt at fine writing, of 
rhetorical flourish and of appeal to par­ 
tisan feeling. 
Its calm simplicity, its 
concise arrangement, commend it to the 
general reader and make it clear to the 
most ordinary intelligence ; and all these 
things testify in strong term s of the entire 
sincerity and candor of the writer. 
Y\ ith- 
out praise, tliU 3 much the bitterest oppo­ 
nent of General Garfield must accord to 
his letter, if he views it from the impar­ 
tial standpoint the critic ought to take, 
however much he may find to object to on 
analysis of the subdivisions of the docu­ 
ment. 
__ 


But nader this test we find the letter to 
bear the searching light even better than 
in its general character, for it is the letter 
of a man nominated for the Presidency 
who opens the campaign by proposing to 
do something, anti who does not fear to 
announce definitely w hat th at something 
is. 
He accepts the nomination, iu the 
first place, as the tender of a ¡tarty with 
the doctrines and principles of which he is 
iu harmony, and he points to his record in 
Congress in testimony of the fact. 
But 
with regard to some of the more prominent 
positions of the party he deems it proper 
he should place himself aucw upon the rec­ 
ord, aud to a re-presentation of these 
points wc devote this article. 
Thus 
he 
pronounces unquestionably against 
“ the pernicious doctrine of State suprem- 
“ acy which has so long crippled the func- 
“ tions of the National Government, and 
“ at one tim e brought the Union very near 
“ to destruction.” 
A more terse presenta­ 
tion of the great issue of th e present cam­ 
paign has not been made. 
In this state­ 
m ent the whole question ¡3 laid bare. 
The 
Democratic party, by its persistent enun­ 
ciation of the doctrine of “ State Rights,” 
brought the issue to the te s t; first a t the 
ballot-box, when the people repudiated the 
doctrine by the election of Lincoln ; sec­ 
ondly, by the civil war, when the arbitra­ 
ment of the sword decided against the pet 
theory .again. 
Secession was the legitimate 
outgrowth of this doctrine, and at its death 
it should have taken to the grave with it 
the mother of its being. 
General Hancock 
gained all the renown lie has, battling in 
field against this very doctrine for which 
the Democratic party has now made him a 
shield. 
If his civil life was in accord with 
his military career, lie would to-day be 
standing with General Garfiold in the de­ 
claration th at “ the U nited States is a na- 
“ tion with ample-powers of self-perserva- 
“ tion ; th at its C onstitution and the laws 
“ made in pursuance thereof ‘ arc the su- 
“ ‘preme law of the land 
that the right 
“ of the nation to determine the method by 
“ which its Legislature shall be crea ed 
“ cannot be surrendered without abdicating 
“ one of the fundamental powers of the 
“ Government.” 
B ut instead cf this he is 
found at the head of that party, one of the 
electors of which, opened the campaign in 
this city, a few weeks ago w ith the declar­ 
ation “ this is not a nation.” 


General Garfield points out th at the best 
thoughts and energies of the people, if 
directed to these and similar great natural 
questions, will soonest restore the country 
to perfect peace, aud th at the wounds of 
the war will only be completely healed 
when every citizen, rich or poor, white or 
black, is secure in the free and equal en­ 
joym ent of every civil and political right 
guaranteed l>v tho Constitution and the 
O 
•> 
laws. 
His declaration of the sacred in­ 
violability of.the sums of money devoted 
to the support of common schools, is hut 
the echo of the best sentim ent of the most 
thoughtful and patriotic of the people. 
Regarding financial questions his expression 
is iu keeping with his established record, 
and is intensified by his protest against 
any \ iolent changes or financial experi­ 
mental tinkering at a time v.lieu the coun­ 
try is prosperous. 
His expressions con­ 
cerning the policy which should be mani­ 
fest in the custom la\v3 are in liai mony 
with his well-known Congressional record, 
and w ith which the country is familiar, and 
in the full knowledge of which the whole 
country represented in the National Con­ 
vention extended to him the nomination. 


But now wc come to w hat is a very re­ 
markable portion of the lette r- rem ark­ 
able for its wisdom and positivencss, two 
qualities not always to be found in the 
“ acceptances ” of candidates who are bid­ 
ding for votes. 
He declaras unhesitat­ 
ingly iu favor of preserving to the uses of 
the people the great navigable highways— 
the rivers—in such a state as to make 
them not only rivers in name, hut fall car­ 
riers, and in favor of the improvement of 
harbors, “ provided that the expenditures 
“ for th at purpose are strictly limited to 
“ works of national im portance.” 
It is 
unusual for Presidential nominees to leave 
generalities, so 
often meaningless, and 
treat of localized matters. 
B ut General 
Garfield has evidently been studious dur­ 
ing bis long public career, and is not ignor­ 
ant of the fact th at to-day in freight-car­ 
rying the rivers are to the railroads as one 
is to th ir ty ; th a t is, for every dollar 
of freight transported by the natural w ater 
highways th irty dollars of freight goes hy 
rail, and tho conclusion is too patent to need 
to lie drawn iu print. He evidently foresees 
how the Mississippi river can be made, in 
its inundations, a blessing instead of a 
“ terror,” and how it can in the highest 
degree become the source of prosperity 
“ to 
twenty-five 
millions 
of people.” 
Its 
waters 
belong 
to 
the 
nation, 
and it requires no great mental effort 
to 
discover iu General Garfield’s con­ 
cise 
ben teneos 
the 
determination 
in 
his mind to maintain the doctrine against 
all the State Rights sophistries th at can be 
conjured up. 
The right to expatriate one’s 
self no one denies. 
The people of Lou­ 
isiana had the undoubted right to leave 
the Union ; the only contest was over 
their right to take the soil and property of 
the State aud Union with them. 
They 
attem pted even more, they laid claim to 
the mouths of the Mississippi, and pro­ 
posed to held the key to a great national 
highway. 
I t will be seen, therefore, how 
intim ately connected is tho political sub­ 
ject w ith which General Garfield com­ 
mences his letter, and the industrial and 
commercial questions now under considera­ 
tion, and how forcibly these considerations 
must address themselves to the people of 
the Missisisppi valley. 


Upon the Chinese question the candidate 
places himself unmistakably upon the side 
of the most advanced thought and the 
broadest statesmanship, aud does so cour­ 
ageously in the face of an Kastern senti­ 
ment by no mcaus friendly to California 
upon this topic. 
There can lie no doubt, 
however, as to General Garfield’s position. 


He makes do tender to prejudice,undertakes 
no rash promises, aud indulges in no mere 
declarations. 
W hat he has to say bears 
the mcst critical analysis. 
No wise man 
can take from it, no wisdom can add to it. 
In the most explicit manner he points out 
th at the original intention of the Govern­ 
ment in opening its gate3 to immigrants 
was not to invite to our privileges and 
joys alone, but to a share of our burdens 
and labors as well, and to tho upbuilding 
of a nation of homogeneous particles. 
W hatever, he holds, does not contribute 
to this end is inimical to it. 
Chinese im­ 
migration in purpose and result is devoid 
of the qualities desired, and bears so strong 
a resemblance to au invasion as to awaken 
solicitude. 
Then, remembering tlie era of 
slave labor in our country, and it3 relation 
to industrial progress and the laboring 
classes, Garfield, w ith the sententiousness 
of the true philosopher strikes the keynote 
in these words : 
“ W e cannot consent to 
“ allow any form of servile labor to be in- 
“ trodnccd among us uuder the gnisc of 
“ immigration.” 
A more emphatic declar­ 
ation it would be difficult to formulate, 
and it is emphasized by the conclusion th at 
should the new' commission to China fail of 
satisfactory results, .“ it will be the duty 
“ of Congress to mitigate the evils already 
“ felt, and prevent their increase by such 
“ restriction as w ithout violence or injns- 
“ tice will place upon a suie foundation 
“ the peace of our communities, and the 
“ freedom and dignity of labor.” 


PACTCTC COAST ICEMS. 


The letter concludes with a brief state­ 
ment of the 
nominee’s views of the 
Civil 
Service 
question. 
He 
holds 
that while it may not be wise to make reg­ 
ulations by law for the civil, similar to 
those adopted for the military, naval and 
customs service, yet “ without invading 
“ the authority or necessary discretion of 
“ the Executive, Congress should devise a 
“ method th at will determine the tenure of 
“ office, and greatly reduce the uncertainty 
“ which makes th at service so unsatisfac­ 
t o r y . 
W ithout depriving any officer of 
“ his rights as a citizen, the Government 
“ should require him to discharge all his 
“ official duties with intelligence, efficiency 
“ and faithfulness.” For himself, he prom­ 
ises that the guide of his conduct, if called 
to the Presidential chair by the people, 
shall be the result of a careful study of the 
spirit of our institutions, the events of our 
history and the best impulses of our peo­ 
ple. 


W e have thus presented the central 
thoughts of General Garfield’s letter, those 
which invite most criticism, and to a closer 
analysis of which we shall give attention 
hereafter. 
For the present the country 
needs to study the le tte r; it is the plat­ 
form of the man ; it is not to be grasped 
in a moment, nor dismissed with mere 
scanning. 
W hen it shall have drawn upon 
it the batteries of the enemy its substantial 
qualities will be all the more apparent.

to do is to lift it a little bight aud turn it 
into our mains. 
Let 113 be certain of a 
sufneiént supply ; we have the engines and 
the pipes, and a light cost will adapt the 
old to the new system. 
Clear, pure water 
in this city in plenty means new life, in­ 
creased population and a great enhance­ 
m ent of Sacramento’s many advantages is a close approximation, the total amount 
for homes.

The Duke of Argyll, writing to the E n ­ 
ture, gives, as he believes, the only case 
among the feathered tribes in which vocal 
is replaced liy instrum ental music. 
The 
pieeuliar sound made with the bill of the 
woodpecker upon trees apparently serves 
the same purpose as the song of other 
birds, and ends when, the eggs arc hatched. 
The Duke had lately an opportunity of 
closely observing how the lesser-spotted 
woodpiecker, or picus minor, behaved at 
piairiug time, and the results of his observa­ 
tions excite curiosity. 
He is quite certain 
that the sound made by the bird has noth­ 
ing to do with the quest for food. 
“ The 
bird selects one particular spot upon the 
trunk or bough of a tree, which spot is 
naturally Eonorous from the wood being 
more or less hollowed by decay. 
The bird 
returns to this pirecise spot continually 
during the day, and p.roduces the sound 
by striking on the spot with its bill, the 
stroke being repeated w ith a 
rapidity 
which 
is 
really 
incomprehensible, 
for 
it quite eludes the eye. 
It is effected by 
a vibratory motion of the head, bu t the 
vibrations are so quick th at the action 
looks like a single stroke. 
After short 
prauses this stroke is again and again re­ 
newed, sometimes for several minutes to­ 
gether. 
During each interval the wood­ 
pecker looks round it and below it with 
evident delight, and w ith an apparent 
challenge of admiration. 
The beautiful 
crimson crest is more or less erected. 
T he 
whole performance evidently takes the 
pilace of song in other birds.” The nest is 
not in the same tree as the one struck by 
the bill of the male. Similar sonorous spots 
in the trees in tiie neighborhood are se­ 
lected if available, so th at the observer 
concludes th a t the lien bin! as she sits on 
the nest is serenaded from different direc­ 
tions, anil with such variety in the sound 
as the change of tree may produce. 
Irard Rayleigh has described a pilan for 
demonstrating th at yellow color can be 
formed by combining red and blue. 
He 
mixes a red solution of chroinate of pratash 
with a blue solution of litmus, and, 011 fill­ 
ing it into a glass cell of a certain thick­ 
ness, the light transm itted through it 
seems to be yellow. 
1 Tates of glass coated 
with gelatine impregnated with chromatc 
of pxitash, placed side by side with plates 
eoated w ith gelatine impregnated with lit­ 
mus, also transm it yellow light. Lord Ray­ 
leigh finds, however, th at the eyes of dif­ 
ferent persons vary considerably in their 
power of appreciating the tinge of the 
transm itted yellow ; but this class has 
nothing to do with color-blindness, since 
all the persons tested could distinguish at 
once the components w ith accuracy.
